2, On October 1, 1946, CIO Initiated consideration of the olosost 
possible 010-SWirCC relationship* On November 20, 194rS, MffOO agreed to 
certain liaison procedures which were issued for SfflOC Information in 
SWKOC SSO/L, and for CIO Information in 010 Directive No* 17 of December 
6, 1946* Operational details were subsequently Issued In 010 Operations 
Memorandum So* 6 of 82 January 1947* 

8* Since early 1946, all formal 3WN0C papers have been distributed 
to CIO for Information* Those are received In the Advisory Council, 
where they are "Briefed" end given such internal CIO distribution ns 
appears appropriate* 010 policy papers (including IAB and NIA) are 
distributed to SWNCC only when they touch upon matters of direct interest 
to that organisation. 

4* Open firm establishment of the Meseraination Branch of OSD in 
the fail of 1946, tv© oopies of all finished intelligence have been 
distributed as a matter of routine to the SfiNOG Secretariat* Current 
policy (paragraphs 1 and 8 «bove) provides CIO representation on SWNCC
